They’ve been brought 
together by ‘‘Foster Grand- 
parents’’-- a war against 
poverty program funded 
through the Economic and 
Youth Opportunities Agency 
of Greater Los Angeles. 


Understaffing is a major 
problem in almost all health 
facilities. According to Pro- 
ject Director Steve Brom- 
field, ‘‘The Foster Grand- 
parents Program brings to 
mentally retarded,hospital- 
ized youngsters the personal 
attention and tender loving 
care that no hospital, no 
matter how well staffed, can 
provide.”’ 

Bromfield said, ‘‘There 
are four areas of ‘therapy’ 
with which Foster Grands 
will be concerned:(1) Rock- 
ing Chair-giving the child 
that necessary touch of ten- 
der loving care. (2) Reading- 
what child doesn’t enjoy a 
story from Grandma, (3) 
Blind Program -- Opening 
a ‘‘sighted’’ world by help- 
ing the child explore his 
world, (4) Habilitation Pro- 
ject -- teaching simple play, 
social and work habits. 


To qualify, Foster Grand. 
parents must be 60 years 
old or more, able to read 
and write, physically well, 
mentally alert and have an 
annual income of no more 
then $1,500, if single and 
$2,000, if married, They

Proposals made by mem- 
ber cities of the 35th As- 
sembly District to change the 
method of cigarette tax dis- 
tribution met with apparent

The resolution came on the 
heels of a meeting held by 
Assemblyman John V, 
Briggs, among the 13 ci- 
ties of the 35th Assembly 
District, at which 55 coun- 
cilmen and city officials 
agreed to urge the League of 
Cities to take action to 
change the cigarette tax 
laws, The resolution was ta- 
ken to the Executive board 
of the League by Council- 
man Duane Winters of Ful- 
lerton, a@ member of the 
executive board. 

The Briggs meeting was 
the only of its kind to be 
held in the state prior to 
the league’s meeting al- 
though a storm of protest 
has been heard from numer- 
ous cities unhappy with the 
current formula for distri- 
bution. 

Briggs, whose district in- 
cludes portion of both Orange 
and San Bernardino counties, 
said, ‘‘Naturally, I’m
